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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: . During a telephonic conversation between the Examiner and Mike 
Greenfield on August 9, 2007, the instant claim for priority was discussed. In the final office action mailed June 8, 
2007, the instant claims were afforded priority to the filing date of the instant application, which is April 16, 2004 
because none of the parent applications, including Provisional Application No. 60/358,580 appear to have support for a 
chemically modified double stranded short interfering nucleic acid (siNA) molecule comprising a sense strand and an 
antisense strand, wherein the antisense strand is complementary to a portion of an hepatitis B virus (HBV) encoded by 
SEQ ID NO:674 as instantly claimed. Mr. Greenfiled wanted to know if amending the claims so that they no longer 
recited "short interfering nucleic acid (siNA)" would entitle Applicant to an early priority date. The Examiner informed 
Mr. Greenfield that, at first glance, it would appear that such an amendent would entitle Applicant to an earlier priority 
date, but would also open the claims to read on broader art such as ribozymes and other double stranded molecules. 
Mr. Greenfield acknowledged the Examiner's information and stated that he would consider such when amending the 
claims.
